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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

So  far  no  one  has  complained  about  taxes  going  down 
in  1989.   Keeping  taxes  low  will  be  difficult.   The  slug- 
gish economy,  an  unbalanced  State  budget,  and  rising 
school  costs  threaten  to  push  our  taxes  up.   Extreme  care 
and  diligence  in  examining  each  spending  article  by  every 
citizen  at  both  Town  and  School  meetings  must  be  exercised 
to  reduce  each  spending  proposal  to  only  necessary  items. 
Anything  less  leads  to  higher  taxes  -  a  burden  many  do  not 
enjoy . 

The  Fire  Department  is  considering  where  to  locate 
the  new  building  for  Company  3.   The  old  town  garage  where 
it  is  presently  housed  is  not  suitable.   Several  sites 
have  been  evaluated,  but  nothing  has  been  found.   The 
"Hotel  Lot"  is  often  mentioned,  but  there  is  opposition  to 
using  this  site.   Suggestions  and  ideas  from  the  floor  at 
Town  Meeting  ultimately  may  resolve  this  issue. 

The  Transfer  Station  Investigation  Committee,  chaired 
by  Ed  Naile,  is  formulating  plans  to  insure  waste 
disposal.   Many  approaches  have  been  -  or  are  being  - 
investigated.   One  common  element  is  that  recycling  is  a 
must  if  we  are  to  reduce  the  amount  and  cost  of  waste 
transferred  to  the  Concord  incinerator. 

Peter  Beard  proposes  to  spend  approximately  $281,280 
on  road  maintenance  this  year.   Pete  and  the  Highway 
workers  have  done  an  excellent  job  maintaining  Town  roads. 
They  are  especially  commended  for  this. 

The  Police  Department  under  Ulillard  Campbell  is  as- 
king for  a  larger  budget.   He  proposes  more  hours  of 
patrol,  especially  on  weekends  during  the  summer  months  to 
make  the  Town  safe  for  everyone.   The  Police  Department 
has  five  part-time  officers. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  extends  a  hearty  thank  you  to 
the  members  of  the  various  Town  Boards  and  Committees.   It 
is  only  through  the  dedicated  efforts  of  many  of  our 
citizens  that  these  committees  function  so  well.   This 
gift  of  expertise  and  personal  time  is  appreciated  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  who  give  a  loud  THANK  YOU  while  knowing 
that  a  thank  you  is  but  a  small  reward  for  the  services 
each  individual  has  so  generously  contributed.

GREETINGS: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Deerino  on  Tuesday  the  13th  of  March  next,  at  11:00  AM  in  the 
morning  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE   2.   Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:28,  V 
and  VI  for  an  optional  Veteran's  exemption  and  an  expanded 
qualifying  war  service  for  veterans  seeking  the  exemption?   The 
optional  veteran's  exemption  is  $100,  rather  than  $50. 

ARTICLE   3.   Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:35,  IV 
for  an  optional  property  tax  exemption  on  residential  property 
for  a  service-connected  total  disability?   The  optional  dis- 
ability exemption  is  $1,400,  rather  than  $700. 

ARTICLE   4.   Are  you  in  favor  of  changing  the  term  of  the 
Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  from  one  year  to  three  (3)  years,  begin- 
ning with  the  term  of  the  town  clerk/tax  collector  to  be  elected 
at  next  year's  regular  town  meeting?

ARTICLE  5.  Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  the  "Deering  Dog 
Ordinance",  as  proposed  by  the  Chief  of  Police  and  supported  by 
the  Selectmen.

ARTICLE   6.   Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  Amend- 
ment to  the  Deering  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows:   "The  estab- 
lishment of  an  Aquifer  Protection  District  in  order  to  protect, 
preserve,  and  maintain  potential  groundwater  supplies  and  related 
groundwater  recharge  areas  within  known  aquifers  identified  by 
the  Town.   The  objectives  of  the  Aquifer  Protection  District  are: 
to  protect  the  public  health  and  general  welfare  of  the  citizens 
of  Deering;  to  prevent  development  and  land  use  practices  that 
would  contaminate  or  reduce  the  recharge  to  the  identified 
aquifers;  to  assure  the  availability  of  public  and  private  water 
supplies  for  future  growth  of  the  Town  in  accordance  with  the 
Master  Plan;  to  encourage  uses  that  can  appropriately  and  safely 
be  located  in  the  aquifer  recharge  areas. "  SUBMITTED  BY  PETITION 
supported  by  the  Planning  Board  and  Conservation  Commission.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  TRUST  FUNDS 

Due  to  the  narrow  gateways  into  Wllkins  Cemetery,  work  on 
the  expansion  will  have  to  be  postponed  until  the  Spring  of  1990. 
Advertisements  will  be  placed  to  list  the  Job. 

From  the  many  requests  from  townspeople,  we  will  have  to 
focus  attention  on  the  expansion  of  East  Deering  Cemetery.   We 
plan  to  accomplish  this  in  three  phases,  with  the  first  phase 
being  the  removal  of  trees  in  the  back  portion  and  those  along 
the  inside  walls  to  include  stump  removal.   Phase  two  will  be  the 
fill  operation  to  bring  the  slope  up  to  a  usable  grade.   Phase 
three  will  include  the  addition  of  top-soil  and  roadway 
designation,  and  the  mapping  for  lots. 

Contact  has  been  made  with  the  Keene  Monument  Company  for 
spring  1990  work  in  the  restoration  of  damaged  stones  in  the 
Goodale  Cemetery  on  Driscoll  Hill  Road.   There  are  about  sixty 
stones  needing  new  bases  and  securing  others  from  toppling  over. 
Upon  the  restoration  of  the  Goodale  Cemetery,  this  will  leave 
only  the  Patten  and  Gove  Cemeteries  needing  work.   These  will 
hopefully  be  accomplished  in  1991.   Brush  work  has  been  completed 
in  the  Gove  Cemetery.

Article  4.   It  was  voted  (Yes-139,  No-lOO)  to  adopt  the  fol- 
lowing addition  to  present  Section  5,  Paragraph  A  of  the  Deering 

Zoning  Ordinance:   "All  current zoning  requirements  will  apply  to 

any  non-conforming  use  which  has,  been  abandoned  for  twelve  con- 
secutive months  or  more.   Notification  to  the  Selectmen  by 

rev i_s t er ed letter  w i t h_t we_lye_mp.r) ths  after  a  non-conforming  use 

becomes inactive,  and  every twelve  months  thereafter,  of  intent 

to  reactivat  e_  t  ha  t_use_3ho_i.l_be_deemed sufficient  evidence  that 

the  n o n - c p n f P r m A n g ..us e_  ha 3_..n o t _. b e e n __a b a.ndgfi e d ^ 

Article  5.   It  was  voted  (Yes-182.  No-66)  to  adopt  the  fol- 
lowing change  in  the  Deering  Zoning  Ordinance  under  Section  2B: 
Two  apartments  or  dwelling  units  for  permanent  residence  shall  be 
the  maximum  allowable  in  any  one  given  building.   For  purposes  of 
new  construction,  the  minimum  acreage  per  dwelling  unit  must  be  2 
acres. 

Article  6.   It  was  voted  (Ye»-131.  No-108)  to  adopt  an  Oc- 
cupancy Permit  process  to  be  included  in  the  Deering  Building 
Codes. 

At  7:30  PM  Charles  A.  Gaides.  Moderator,  opened  the  meeting 
with  a  salute  to  the  flag,  followed  by  a  moment  of  silent  prayer. 
The  Moderator  then  read  the  following  Rules  for  the  Town  Meeting: 

1.  If  you  wish  to  be  recognized.  Just  raise  your  hand. 

2.  When  you  are  recognized,  please  stand  and  state  your 
full  name. 

3.  You  now  have  the  floor  and  may  speak  without 
Interrupt  ions. 

4.  You  must  address  the  Issue  at  hand  or  you  will  be  con- 
sidered out  of  order. 

5.  If  others  desire  to  comment  on  what  is  being  said  they 
should  raise  their  hands  and  when  the  person  speaking  is  finished 
they  will  be  recognized. 

6.  Everyone  will  have  an  opportunity  to  speak  and  with  this 
In  mind  the  motion  to  close  debate  will  not  be  recognized. 

7.  If  you  are  making  a  motion  or  an  amendment  the  Moderator 
must  receive  a  printed  copy. 

8.  There  shall  be  no  more  than  two  (2)  amendments  at  one 
time.   Once  we  have  two  we  will  vote  on  them. 

9.  To  question  a  ruling  of  the  Moderator  requires  seven  (7) 
voters. 

10.  Only  one  (1)  reconsideration  of  an  article  will  be 
recognized. 

11.  There  shall  be  no  substantive  motions  on  the  last 
article. 

Article  7.   It  was  voted  to  accept  the  reports  of  the  Town

It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  ac- 
cept or  purchase  on  behalf  of  the  Town  any  Federal  or  State 
surplus  fire,  police,  or  highway  equipment. 

Article  31.   It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
trade,  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  surplus  Town  property. 

Article  32.   It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  ac- 
cept any  land  donated  to  the  Town. 

Article  33.   A  Resolution  commerating  the  History  of  the 
Deerino  Conference  Center  was  read  by  Jeanne  Bartlett.   (Copy  on 
file  with  Town  Clerk).   A  request  was  mode  by  the  Selectmen  for 
volunteers  for  Town  Boards.   Special  thanks  were  given  to  Robert 
Compton  for  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Conservation  Commission.

DEERING  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  Deering  Fire  &  Rescue  has  responded  to  a  few  less  calls 
this  year.   The  hours  spent  on  these  calls  remained  about  the 
same.   Mutual  aid  was  received  and  given  to  Hillsboro,  Weare, 
Antrim,  Bennington,  and  Bradford. 

This  years  calls  were  as  follows:  9-chimney  fires,  6-brush 
fires,  9-mutual  aid  calls,  4-structure  fires,  3-MV  accidents,  2- 
smoke  investigation,  2-service  calls  (electrical  problem,  flooded 
cellar)  and  2-car  fires.   This  breakdown  is  only  for  calls  when 
we  responded  a  piece  of  apparatus.   Myself  and  several  other  mem- 
bers of  the  department  responded  to  15  other  calls  for  illegal 
brush  burns  and  reports  of  smoke. 

The  building  committee  and  the  department  have  spent  all 
summer  trying  to  get  a  piece  of  land  for  the  new  company  1*3  sta- 
tion without  much  success.   Ue  have  worked  on  a    number  of  sites, 
with  none  of  them  being  satisfactory  to  all  concerned.   We  will 
continue  to  work  on  this  problem,  but  would  gladly  accept  help 
from  anyone  interested  in  getting  involved  in  this  project. 

Training  continued  through  attending  various  area  schools. 
The  latest  school  was  a  Haz-Mat  class  which  is  a  mandatory 
requirement  for  all  fire  and  police  to  complete  prior  to  March  of 
1990.   This  brings  us  to  a  level  D  response.   The  main  objective 
of  the  class  is  to  teach  us  to  recognize  the  presence  of  a  Haz- 
Mat  danger  and  the  appropriate  measures  to  take.   This  is  impoi — 
tant  to  the  safety  of  the  firefighters  and  the  public. 

The  Fire  Department,  as  always,  depends  on  the  support  of 
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The  Fire  Deportment,  as  always,  depend*  on  the  support  of 
the  community,  and  we  would  like  to  thank  the  people  for  their 
support.   We  are  your  department,  and  if  you  have  any  questions 
or  sugoestlons  please  feel  free  to  contact  myself,  the  selectmen, 
or  the  fire  words.   The  Deerlng  Fire  &  Rescue  hopes  that  you  all 
hove  o  healthy  and  fire  safe  year.

The  Deerino  Rescue  Squod  responded  to  50  calls  in  1989,  this 
number  is  down  4*  from  the  previous  year.   The  decrease  in  emei — 
gencies  allowed  for  us  to  direct  our  resources  into  the  continued 
maintenance  of  our  1978  Ford  ambulance  and  to  replenish  some  much 
needed  supplies. 

Our  thanks  go  out  to  the  numerous  individuals  who  made  dona- 
tions to  our  cause,  which  when  coupled  with  our  fund  roisino  ac- 
tivities mode  It  possible  for  us  to  purchase  some  new  equipment, 
namely  a  Portable  Suction  unit  and  a  set  of  Anti-Shock  trousers, 
enabling  us  to  better  hondle  a  larger  variety  of  emergency 
situations.   While  on  the  subject,  I  would  like  to  mention  that 
anyone  who  would  like  to  make  a  donation  or  correspond  with  the 
Rescue  Squad  in  any  way,  can  reach  us  by  writing  in  care  of  the 
Rescue  Squad,  PO  Box  106,  Deering,  NH   03244. 

Although  two  members  deported  from  the  squad  in  1989,  five 
new  members  have  Joined  to  take  up  the  slack.   Presently,  we  hove 
eight  Emergency  Medical  Technicians,  one  First  Responder,  ond 
three  drivers.   Pleose  do  not  hesitate  to  coll  on  us  if  you  feel 
that  you  have  an  emergency,  as  we  remain  your  Rescue  Squod  24 
hours  a  doy.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

The  three  leoding  causes  of  forest  fires  were  fires  kindled 
without  written  permission  of  a    Forest  Fire  Warden,  children,  and 
debris  burning  fires  that  escaped  control.   All  of  these  couses 
ore  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help.   By  NH  State  Low  (RSA 
224:27),  no  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to 
be  kindled  any  fire,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow 
without  first  obtaining  o  written  permit  from  the  forest  Fire 
Warden  of  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done. 

In  order  to  eliminate  false  olorms,  it  is  odvisoble  to 
notify  your  local  fire  department  whenever  you  intend  to  do  any 
outdoor  burning.   Violations  of  RSA  224:27  ore  a  misdemeanor  and 
you  are    also  liable  for  paying  all  fire  suppression  costs  (RSA 
224:28  and  RSA  224:36). 

If  you  have  any  Questions  regarding  NH  forest  fire  laws, 
please  contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  the  division  of 
Forests  and  Lands  at  271-2217. 

ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  received  8  petitions  during 
1989:  4-special  exceptions;  3-variances;  and  1  appeal  from  on  ad- 
ministrative decision.   Of  these,  5  were  approved,  2  were  denied, 
and  1  is  still  pending. 

The  Boord  has  held  consultations  with  several  potential 
petitioners,  this  will  cut  down  on  the  number  of  unnecessary 
petitions  and  on  separate  filings  for  special  exceptions  and 
variances. 

With  the  changes  to  zoning  that  were  voted  in  at  the  last 
town  meeting,  the  present  Zoning  Ordinance  is  in  many  respects  a 
stop  gap  measure.   Major  changes  are  needed  to  cope  with  future 
impacts.   The  Board  is  frustrated  by  the  present  lack  of  movement 
on  revision  of  the  Master  Plan,  an    essential  first  step,  and 
hopes  that  the  Selectmen  will  use  their  good  offices  to  encourage 
a  resumption  of  coordinated  work  towards  completion.   (NOTE:   The 
Planning  Board  has  full  jurisdiction  over  the  Master  Plan.)

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  Conservation  Commission  was  busy  this  past  year  oversee- 
ing the  protection  of  Deerino's  natural  resources.   Some  of  these 
projects  included  the  annual  clean-up  day  which  was  held  on  April 
22;  the  Lake  Monitoring  program  for  Peering  Lake,  water  samples 
were  taken  to  assess  the  health  of  the  Lake;  continued  work  on 
the  conservation  and  recreation  sections  of  the  Master  Plan; 
reviewing  of  Dredge  &  Fill  applications;  sponsorship  of  two  stu- 
dents to  attend  Conservation  Camp. 

There  were  several  special  projects  that  the  Commission  mem- 
bers worked  on:  the  banning  of  'Jet  skis'  on  Deering  Lake  became 
effective  on  October  1st;  participation  with  the  Contoocook  River 
Coordinating  Committee  to  protect  the  Contoocook  River. 

The  Conservation  Commission  is  now  proposing  two  issues  for 
voting  at  Town  Meeting: 

An  Aquifer  Protection  Ordinance  to  assure  that  our  precious 
groundwater  is  not  contaminated  in  the  future.   As  our  town 
grows,  the  protection  of  our  groundwater  to  assure  its  safe  use 
will  be  critical  since  nearly  all  drinking  water  In  Deering  comes 
from  groundwater  sources. 

Earth  Day  1990  to  be  held  on  April  22,  1990.    The  purpose  of 
Earth  Day  1990  is  to  Insure  citizens  become  aware  of  the  need  for 
global  environmental  protection  and  that  this  effort  begins  at 
home. 

Finally,  the  Commission  changed  its  meeting  date  to  the 
first  Monday  of  each  month  at  7:30  PM.   There  are  still  three 
positions  vacant  on  the  Commission,  interested  residents  are 
urged  to  contact  the  selectmen  to  volunteer  or  to  attend  meetings 
in  order  to  get  a  flavor  for  Commission  workings.
